


ONE of Slough Town's 
Amateur Cup final team, 
Terry Reardon, signed on 
for Wycombe Wanderers 
this week. Terry, brother of 
Wanderers assistant 
manager John, could play 
his first game for the club 
on Thursday when the 
Blues take on Hungerford 
Town in a friendly. 

A utility man who played 
in virtually every position 
on the field for Slough, 
Reardon stayed with the 
Rebels for nine years and 
was made captain this 
season. His departure from 
the Dolphin Stadium leaves 
ex-Wycombe man Geoff 
Anthony as the only 
remaining member of the 
Wembley side. 

Wycombe have applied 
to the F.A. to register him 
with the club in time for the 
F.A. Cup tie against New- 
port on November 24. 
Terry, who played in 
Slough’s back four this 
term, seems likely to take 
up a midfield position in 
the Wycombe line-up 
although the form of Tony 
Brothers recently suggests 
he will have a difficult time 
in gaining a regular place in 
the side. 

Reardon has been linked 
with Wycombe in the past 
and indeed went on tour 
with the Blues to Greece a
